When St. Albert gets its 
new city manager next month 
it will also be getting a pro- 
spective soccer coach and an 
avid racquet sports fan.

He served as Glasgow’s in- 
ternal audit manager until his 
emigration to Canada in 
1966. After six years as senior 
municipal advisor to the On- 
tario department of 
Municipal Affairs, he became 
the deputy city treasurer for 
London, Ont. in 1972. 

From 1976 until four weeks 
from now, Mr. McKay has 
worked for the Niagara 
regional government and liv- 
ed in St. Catherines, Ontario.

Missing mail ? Maybe 
city hall's got it! 


If someone sent you a letter 
recently and it never arrived, 
try city hall. 


Marnie Andersen from the 
records department reports 
that the city receives close to 
800 misplaced pieces of mail 
a year, averaging out to 
about two a day. 


**Some days we'll have six 
or eight and the next day 
we'll have none,’’ she says. 
**One day we got a whole bag 
full that was marked ‘city’ 
and it just shouldn’t have 
come here."’ 


Enough wrongly routed 
mail arrives to warrant a 
stamp that reads, ‘‘NOT 
FOR CITY HALL, ST. 
ALBERT, ALBERTA." 
Mrs. Andersen says she isn’t 
sure how long the stamp has 
been in use but it’s been 
around for at least the 10 
months that she’s been there. 

Some letters are addressed 
incorrectly, she said, but ‘I 
often wonder how they ever 
get to us because there’s no 
reason for them to come 
here. Most of them have pret- 
ty definite addresses, and it’s 


not the city’s address.’’ 

Meanwhile, Mike Bondar- 
chuk from Canada Post says 
he can’t account for all the 
misplaced mail, but some of 
it must be due to two letters 
sticking together; one that 
should be going to city hall 
and other that accidentally 
goes along for the ride. 

In any case, since Mrs. 
Andersen estimates the city 
receives from 100 to 150 
pieces of mail a day, there’s 
still an awful lot of letters 
that are going to the right 
place.

FEARS 

“I’ve got a fair degree of 
confidence in the government 
of Alberta,’’ he said; con- 
fidence that “they know 
there are other answers than 
annexation.”’ 

St. Albert’s history is just 
too unique and its present 
relationship with Edmonton 
is just too distinct, he added, 
for it to be swallowed by its 
larger neighbor. 

One of his first tasks as St. 
Albert’s manager will be 
meeting with one of the city’s 
annexation consultants in 
Toronto before he leaves for 
Alberta. ‘‘I'll be getting as 
well-briefed as possible,’’ he 
said, 

Confidence in his own 
abilities, he noted is another 
reason why he has no fears 
about coming west to St. 
Albert just when its future -- 
and his future too -- may be 
in jeopardy. 

A registered industrial ac- 
countant, Mr. McKay also 


has a diploma from the 
Association of Municipal 
Clerks and Treasurers of On- 
tario for its three year pro- 
gram at Queen’s University in 
Kingston, Ont. 

“T think I could find work 
elsewhere if I had to, 
(through annexation), but I 
don’t plan on that,’’ he said. 

What he does plan for is 
arriving in St. Albert over the 
next four weeks and, together 
with his wife Margaret, look- 
ing for a home for their three 
children; Carole Anne, 13, 
William, 10, and David, 5. 

He visited the city two 
weeks ago before being 
chosen from among 30 ap- 
plicants for the city 
manager’s job and _ his 
memories include “‘lots of 
trees and a great place for 
kids to grow up in,”’ 

One other memory still 
lingers too: housing prices. 
**When I first saw how much 
houses cost, it was a little bit 
of torture but now it’s reced- 
ed to just a dull ache.”’ 

Hopefully, St. Albert’s 
other attractions will even 
ease that pain.

Land sale sparks 


controversy

An appointed official 
resigns, an alderman cries 
“foul play’’ and a developer 
says, ‘‘no way.”” 

All three responses are the 
result of a sale of city land 
three weeks ago to Jason 
Development Corporation 
Ltd. 

Jason paid $671,000 for 
12.4 acres in Stage Two of 
Riel Industrial Park, ($54,000 
per acre) the price being bas- 
ed on two appraisals con- 
ducted: oné by Jason last Oc- 
tober and one by the city last 
January. 

The city’s appraisal was so 
out of date that another was 
needed, says Jock Fyfe, who 
recently resigned as a member 
of the Business and Industrial 
Advisory Board. 


“LAST STRAW” 


Mr. Fyfe, husband of 
MLA Myrna Fyfe, says he 
was forced to quit the board 
two weeks ago because of 
other commitments, but adds 
that city council’s approval 
of the land sale without ask- 
ing for an updated appraisal 
“*was the straw that broke the 
camel’s back.”’ 

“No corporation, 
regardless of whether it’s a 
municipality or developer, 
should deal with outdated 
land assessments,’’ Mr. Fyfe 
says. ‘‘From the time council 
sits until it leaves in one 
night, a piece of land could 
g0 up $2,000, depending on 
who’s meeting in the back 
rooms.”’

Jeffrey Dunn of St. Albert 


appeared in court recently to 
face two charges of indecent 


exposure after being arrested 
several weeks ago in an inci- 
dent near City Hall. 

Dunn was placed on pro- 
bation for 18 months and is 
required to accept and co- 


operate in any treatment or 
counselling the probation if- 


ficer directs. 


Dunn was arrested after a 


female reported a man expos- 
ed himself while she was 
walking past City Hall. After 
a short pursuit, St.Albert 
RCMP arrested the man. 


Alderman Bill Shields 
agrees, noting that the city 
and Jason had arranged to 
subdivide the property -- an 
act that substantially increas- 
ed its value -- right after the 
sale. 

Thus, Mr. Shields and Mr. 
Fyfe say, the city sold its land 
at an unreasonably low and 
out of date price to a major 
developer who could well af- 
ford to pay more, 


“NOT TRUE” 


“That's not true at all,’’ 
says Jason’s Fred Anderson. 
Negotiations for the sale ‘of 
the land began a year and a 
half ago, he says, and it cre- 
tainly wasn’t his company’s 
fault that it took so long to 
finalize the deal after the ap- 
praisals were submitted. 

The city’s appraisal, com- 
pleted last January, didn’t 
even become public until the 
following May, Mr. Ander- 
son said. 

And when a final price was 
agreed upon, although it was 
supposed to be an average of 
the two appraisals, it ended 
up being 140 per cent higher 
than Jason’s but only 108 per 
cent higher than the city’s. 
“That was certainly no even 
split, and it ended up a lot 
closer to what they wanted 
than what we wanted,’’ said 
Mr. Anderson. 

He also disagrees with Mr. 
Shields’ view that Jason will 
make excessive profits from 
the property because they’ve 
jumped their selling prices for 
the lots about 100 per cent 
over what they paid the city 
for them. 

That jump is necessary, he 
says, because of all the work 
and expense that Jason must 
put into the land before it can 
be sold to private individuals. 


GROSS VS NET LAND 


‘*We'’re buying gross land 
and selling it as net serviced 
land,’’ he says. A tremendous 
amount of landscaping was 
necessary in the whole Riel 
area, amounting to about 
$10,000 per lot. In addition, 
he says, almost 30 per cent of 
Jason’s purchase will be 
eaten up by roadways and 
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other services. 

The city’s assessment of 
the land, conducted by 
Weber Brothers, included a 
15 per cent loss to roads but 
Mr. Anderson and other 
sources say this estimate is 
too low. 

He added that it’s also 
wrong to believe that some 
‘back room bargaining’ bet- 
ween the city and Jason has 
taken place. The land was 
subdivided after it was sold, 
he said, because it was Jason 
that had gone to the time and 
expense of arranging for the 
subdivision. 


FRED ANDERSON 


If his company had allow- 
ed the city to subdivide the 
land and then increased its 
selling price ‘‘we’d be paying 
for our own efforts since 
we'd gone to the expense, the 
planning expertise and the 
negotiations with the ERPC 
(Edmonton Regional Plann- 
ing Commission).”’ 

The city’s lawyer, Stan 
Brown, has also argued that 
council couldn’t subdivide 
the land before it sold it - 
because it would’ve been 
unethical to do so. The city 
itself would become a land 
speculator by taking its own 
raw land, subdividing it, and 
then selling it at escalated 
prices. 

Mr. Anderson has sent a 
letter to council explaining 
his company’s stand on the 
land sale but it hasn’t been 
released to the public. Nor 
has Mr. Fyfe’s letter, of 
resignation.

STONY PLAIN -- Alber- 
ta’s Indian Reserve 
policemen are little more than 
figureheads, says Nelson 
Adams, the former Paul 
Band police constable from 
the Duffield reserve con- 
victed last week of carrying a 
restricted firearm while on 
duty. 
“*It looks to me like reserve 
police aren’t recognized as 
police officers,’’ Mr. Adams, 
40, said after the Stony Plain 
Court’s decision Thursday. 
‘*It looks like we’re 
nothing.”’ 

The ex-officer and native 
Indian had argued his own 
case, telling Judge Alex 
Shamchuk he had the .357 
magnum pistol under the 


August 26 for two 
reasons: for fear it'd be 
stolen during his band’s In- 
dian Days if he left it at 
home, and to ensure his own 
safety on duty. 

“Perhaps at the time you 

felt entitled to carry it,” 
Judge Shamchuk told him, 
but the fact remains that Mr. 
Adams’ permit for the gun 
only allowed him to have it 
with him on the way to, at, or 
on the way from firing 
ranges. Having it on duty was 
a clear violation. 
Adams, who is 
awaiting sentencing tomor- 
row, said later that there was 
little he could argue about the 
legalities of the case. RCMP 
Corporal Richard Hall had 
caught him with the 
unauthorized pistol under his 
seat. There was no denying 
that. 


OBJECTS TO LAW 


What angers him is the law 
that stops him and other 
specially-appointed con- 
stables from. carrying 
firearms. ‘‘We're police 
too,’’ he said. Several people 
on the reserve have threaten- 
ed me, he said, ‘‘and on that 
reserve they don’t make 
threats without carrying them 
out.”’ 

**When you're confined to 
such a small place, and such a 
violent place, you need a

firearm, says the Paul Band’s 
chief of police, Jim Poitras. 
“Everytime you put a 
uniform on here, you’re put- 
ting your life in danger.’’ 

Mr., Poitras agreed with 
the RCMP’s position that the 
band constables are only sup- 
posed to assist the regular 
police who work on or near 
the reserve. 

But in many situations, he 
said, a band policeman will 
be called in thinking that it’s 
only a minor matter and he'll 
need further protection when 
he gets there. Since an RCMP 
officer isn’t with him and 
since he’s unarmed, he’s in a 
lot of danger, said Mr. 
Poitras. 

‘Certainly that is an argu- 
ment,’’ says Bill Samis, ex- 
ecutive assistant to the 
Solicitor-General, ‘‘How 
often that situation does oc- 
cur I don’t know.’’

SAFETY IN 
LESS GUNS 


‘But most people would 
agree,’’ he said, ‘‘that all of 
us would be a lot better off 
with less guns in circulation.’’ 

“I’m not speaking directly 
on this case, but quite often 
the gun is there as a macho 
thing more than anything 
else.’” 

“In many circumstances 
the side arm would cause 
more trouble than it would 
prevent,’’ he said, because 
the province’s 25 special band 
constables don’t receive the 
same kind of training with 
guns that regular law enforce- 
ment officers do. 

And by ‘“‘training’’ he said 
he doesn’t mean the 
mechanics of firing a gun. ‘‘I 
mean knowing when and 
where to fire one. In most in- 
stances you don’t need a gun

at all.’’ Only police with 
special training in human 
behavior are equipped to 
handle such situations, he 
said. 

The special constables’ 
basic responsibility is still 
“administrative type of 
work,”’ he said, based on a 
principle of preventive polic- 
ing. Their powers are 
restricted to all or sections of 
the Motor Vehicle Ad- 
ministration Act, the 
Highway Traffic Act, the Li- 
quor Control Act, the Indian 
Act, the Litter Act and the 
Off-Highway Vehicle Act. 

Only four appointed police 
forces in the province are 
allowed to carry firearms -- in 
the town of Barrhead and the 
counties of Parkland, 
Camrose and Grande Prairie 
-- and all receive special train- 
ing for their use, he said. 


INCONSISTENCY? 


That’s not quite true, Mr. 
Adams says, since right up 
until he was caught with a 
pistol in his car last August 
the local RCMP allowed him 
and chief of police Poitras to 
carry rifles while on duty. 

Stony Plain RCMP’s staff 
sergeant, Bob McDowell, 
agreed but argued that there 
was no inconsistency in deny- 
ing Mr. Adams a pistol but 
allowed him a rifle because 
no one in Alberta is restricted 
from carrying a rifle, so one 
was acceptable for band 
police work. 

Also, he said, the Solicitor- 
General's office only stopped 
the special constables from 
carrying restricted weapons 
(pistols). There were no 
regulations against carrying 
rifles while on duty, he said. 

Not true, says Mr. Samis, 
Asked about special con- 
stables with rifles while on 
duty: *‘I think some of them 
were carrying them but they 
weren’t doing it with our 
authority.’’ The conditions 
of their appointment include 
no firearms, he said. 

UNEMPLOYED 


‘That's his opinion,’’ 
responded Mr. McDowell. 
Whoever is right, Nelson 
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Adams is still an 
unemployed, former 
policeman with a wife and 
seven children to support. 
His police chief didn’t ask 
him to quit, he said, but the 
charge against him coupled 
with the loss of his driver’s 
license (taken from him, 
coincidentally, three weeks 
later for a conviction in 1975) 
made it impossible for him to 
do his job. 

He’d been arranging to 
become a constable on 
another nearby reserve before 


the incident last August, he 
added, but the conviction 
against him now has pro- 
bably eliminated that. 

It's also been frustrating, 
he said, the way support for 
him on the reserve has 
evaporated. The band’s 
lawyer wasn’t available 
because ‘it wasn’t band 
business.’’ The indian 
associations haven’t con- 
tacted him either he suid. 
“*You know what Pilate did. 
They wash their hands of a 
dirty act.’’ 


Dion explains

The ex-constable is presently 
unemployed following the 
charge laid against him on 
August 26. 

Another alternative, Mr. 
Dion said, may be hiring Mr. 
Adams to help in the negotia- 
tions and planning with the 
federal and provincial 
governments to set up 
Specially-trained armed 
native police forces on Alber- 


soon on the Blood Reserve 
south of Lethbridge that'll 
allow the band police, follow- 
ing special training in Regina, 
to carry firearms and enforce 
all sections of the Criminal 
Code. 

Mr. Dion said if the project 
is a success, other reserves in 
the province could also have 
their own police.

How soon and how much 
programming, he said, 
depends on how quickly 
QCTV starts getting cable 
subscribers. A portion of

The amount and quality of 
community programming 
largely depends on the 
number of subscribers you 
have to pay for it, he said, 
and with only 1,000 
subscribers in a year, QCTV 
won’t have nearly enough to 
warrant a local studio or 
anything else. 

“If they’re talking of 10 
years down the road, then 
who knows, they could be 
right. But for now, there’s 


just not enough business for 
théem.”’ 

Capital Cable currently has 
about 6,000 cable television 
subscribers in St. Albert and 
Mr. Poscente says his com- 
pany produces from four to 
10 hours of community pro- 
gramming a week. 

Through a recent decision

Mr. Polanski says QCTV, 
begun in 1970, is 80 percent 
owned by Edmonton and 
area residents. Capital Cable, 
largely owned by the Shaw 
family of Edmonton, also has 
investors in Ontario, Mr. 
Poscente said.

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Patio decks - 


cement work 


This week | will continue with the second install- 

ment in a continuing series on the pre-purchase in- 
spection of a house. 
* Having inspected the landscaping, driveway, 
sidewalks and steps, we continue with the exterior. A 
patio deck /s a very popular addition to most homes 
and, if constructed properly, will give many years of 
service. | would like to sidetrack here and offer some 
ideas on patio construction. 

The most important and very basic requirement for 
a patio is adequate support. Whether it is on ground 
level in the form of patio blocks, or an elevated plat- 
form the deck will only be as good as the support 
under it. For a patio on ground level the top soil is 
removed to firm bearing clay and replaced with a bed 
of coarse sand. When removing the top soil it is only 
necessary to remove the organic material. 
Sometimes it is difficult to determine which is 
organic material and which is black clay since clay 
often becomes stained black by minerals washed 
down from the top soil by rain. Good bearing clay will 


generally remain in a lump when moistened and com- 
pressed in your hand; organic material will not stay in 
a lump when compressed. The sand layer should be 
levelled off before the blocks are set down, but you 
should still maintain a 1" to 3” slope away from the 
foundation over the distance of the patio. 

To keep weeds and grass from growing through the 
spaces between the blocks a layer of polyethylene 
can be laid under the layer of sand. 

With an elevated patio deck it is even more impor- 
tant to have adequate support and this is best achiev- 
ed by using 8” or 10" concrete pilings or posts exten- 
ding down past the frost line which, in this country, is 
generally four to six feet, but could go as deep as 10 
feet on the north side of a building. The pilings are 
spaced in such a manner as to support a double 2x8 
or 2x10, at either 8’ or 10’ intervals respectively. 

The header or end support next to the foundation 
can be attached to the house foundation by lag bolts 
if there is wood backing or self drilling anchors at- 
tached to concrete. Most rental shops have a special 
impact drill that will set an anchor into concrete 
which in turn will receive a standard thread 3/8" to 
Ye"’ apart or the same in dry spruce or fir. If you use a 
wider material it will ‘cup warp" and if you use a 
green material it will shrink and crack along the 
length of it. In addition, green material will not absorb 
any stain or paint. 

Continuing with exterior inspection, the next item 
to check /s the parging or cement plaster on the foun- 
dation wall. If it is badly cracked it means water has 
entered behind it and it will eventually all peel off. To 
test the soundness or adhesion of a parging coat just 
give it a good thump with the heel of your fist; if it 
sounds hollow it means it is not properly adhered to 
the concrete and will eventually fall away. 

Look carefully at basement window frames to see 
that they are properly sealed to keep out water. On 


older houses window frames are generally the first . 


item to show rot. In case decayed wood has been 
camouflaged with paint, poke the frame firmly with 
the sharp end of a ballpoint pen. If the wood is rotten 


the pen will sink in quite easily. 

If the house has a stucco exterior check the joint 
between the stucco and the foundation parging. The 
bottom edge of the stucco should stop against a 
meta! flashing so water flowing off the walls drips 
away before it runs in behind the parging on the foun- 
dation. 

The remainder of the stucco on the house should 
be checked for cracks and stains especially at the 
corners of the windows. If the stucco js badly crack- 
ed it could be an indication of serious structural 
defects in the framing; It also means the stucco coat 
is no longer waterproof and the wall will decay under 
it. 

Brown water stains on an apparently crack-free 
stucco means that water is entering behind the stuc- 
co from a source above the stain. | will explain this in 
greater detail in future columns. 

Further check the stucco coat for soundness. If it 
is a stone faced stucco, run the flat of your hand 
carefully over the face; If too many rocks come loose 
it means the finish mortar coat was not mixed proper- 
ly and your stucco will keep on shedding rocks for 
years to come. If the stucco coat is textured (usually 
referred to as Spanish Stucco) check for excessive 
fine cracks and lime patches. Too many fine cracks in 
the surface indicates that the stucco coat was im- 
properly cured or applied at extreme temperatures 
without the appropriate precautions. 

Lime patches usually show up lighter than the rest 
of the stucco if it is a colored material, and chalky ina 
white stucco surface. A certain amount of lime is us- 
ed in stucco to make it workable, but sometimes a 
stucco man will get carried away and overdo it or use 
the wrong kind of lime in the mix.

However, the basic appeal of 
the Man who Freed the Slaves 
beams out from Dotrice to 
the audience in a way that is 
almost tangible. The vision, 


the charm, the wit, the pa- 
tience and the commonsense 
are all there. Above all, 
Dotrice let the awesome in- 
telligence of the man glitter 
forth. The scope of Lincoln's 
ideas and the clarity with 
which he expressed them re- 
main as dazzling now as when 
they were first uttered. 

Dotrice, Coe and Mitgang 
give flesh and substance to 
our image of Abe Lincoln -- 
and if anything, the image 
suffers by comparison. To 
quote another guy, who 
shared with Abe a certain 
flair for the language, “This 
was a man.”’

recording studio, Limiters, compressors and delay 
lines are no longer confined to the controf room, but 
are found with increasing frequency on the rock con- 
cert stage. Wide spread availability and use of high- 
performance, low cost integrated operational 
amplifiers (IC op-amps for short), has hastened the 
tempo of development. Today, there are literally hun- 
dreds of sound modification devices from over a 
dozen manufacturers, and nearly all of them are well 
within the budget of the working musician. 

The underlying survey is a buyers’ guide to what is 
available on the market, and how they work. 

VOLUME PEDAL: is the simplest form of effect 
pedal. It is a potentiometer connected to a pedal 
mechanism. Depending on how it wired, depressing 
the pedal varies the gain (loudness) of the instrument 
plugged into it. Consequently, the musicians are 
freed of the shackles of rushing to the amps to in- 
crease or reduce volume. 

PRE-AMPS: Pre-amplifiers are exactly what the 
name implies ... amplifiers which go before the main 
or power amps. A well designed unit improves the 
signal to noise ratio, or is useful for intentionally 
‘overdriving’ the main amp to get ‘distortion or sus- 
tain. 

FUZZTONE & DISTORTION PEDAL: A very high- 
gain amp designed to overdrive its own circuitry, 
thereby creating a large amount of distortion and sus- 
tain, There are usually knobbed controls for ‘intensity 
and output’, so the musician can tailor his type of 
sound. 

OMPRESSORS & LIMITERS: A compressor is an 
amplifier whose gain decreases as its input level is 
increased. A limiter is an amp whose output level re- 
mains constant, regardless of its input level. Both 
feature a “threshold” level above which they func-

tion. The basic use of a compressor for musical in- 
struments, /s to provide greater sustain than /s possi- 
ble with minimum distortion. A limiter is useful for 
preventing transient signals from over driving the 
next unit in the audio chain. 

WAH WAH PEDALS: The wah sound actually 
Originated from the use of mutes in the bells of 
trumpet and T-Bones. It is essentially a band-pass 
filter (some times lowpass), whose frequency is con- 
trolled by the up and down movement of the pedal. 
This vertical action of the pedal sweeps the filter and 
thereby changes the tone of the signal going thro’. 
The more complex the signal, the more pronounced 
the effect of the filtering. 

FLANGERS & PHASERS: Even though the effects 
generated by these two units sound very much alike, 
the method of generation are slightly different. But 
first, let's see how they work. Electronically, phase 
shifting utilizes a series of filters which pass all fre- 
quencies without change in amplitude (volume) .. but 
with a change in phase of between 0 and 180 degrees 
per filter. The amount of shift is voltage-controlled. 
When the phase delayed signall is mixed with the 
original, certain frequencies will be cancelled. By 
varying the amount of shift, these cancellations will 
move up and down in frequency. It is the sweeping 
multiple notch'filter which produces the swirling ef- 
fect known as phasing. The FLANGER differs from a 
Phaser in that the notches produced are 
harmonically-related, while those produced by phas- 
ing are evenly spaced over the frequency spectrum.

meetings. 

The one thing that should 
be common to all types of 
meetings is a well planned 
agenda. ‘‘Agenda”’ is a col- 
lective noun meaning ‘‘things 
to be done.’’ It refers to the 
roster of matters to be 
brought up, discussed and 
disposed of during a business 
meeting, or more generally, it 


means the program for the 
next or current meeting. It is 
also referred to as the ‘‘order 
of business.’’ 

An agenda lists*the dif- 
ferent divisions of business in 
the order in which each will 
be called for at the meeting. 
The purpose is to provide a 
systematic plan for the order- 
ly conduct of business. If the 
bylaws of an organization do 
not provide an order of 
business, the following pat- 
tern is a generally accepted 
guide. 

1. Call to order. 

2. Reading, correction, 
approval or disposition of 


minutes of previous 
meetings. 
3. Reports of officers. 


4. Reports of Boards and 
Standing committees. 

5. Reports of Special 
Committees. 


6. Unfinished business 
(* Not old business!) 

7. New business. 

8. Announcements 

9. Adjournment. 

Any meeting for which the 
groundwork hasn’t already 
carefully been laid is likely to 
be a failure. Before thé 
meeting begins, the chairman 
should have a clear agenda in 
mind and should also have 
ascertained something about 
the expectations of the other 
participants. Although, the 
chairman should make the 
final decision on the 
organization of the meeting, 
other elected officers and 
committee chairmen need to 
be involved in the initial plan- 
ning to advise of - a) timely 
topics related to their work, 
and b) current business ex- 
pected to come before the 
meeting.

An 
agenda should however, have 
reasonable flexibility (e.g. If 
no standing committee is 
ready to report, but a special 
committee is ready, the chair

this report). In the long ruif 
far more will be accomplish- 
ed this way. Ideally, the basic 
agenda should be known to 
all participants before the 
meeting so that members will 
not only know what is com- 
ing up, but will also know in 
what order the subjects will 
be considered; this helps 
everyone keep on track and 
feel more involved. 

Every member who expects 
to introduce a new item of 
business should notify the 
secretary in advance so that 
the intention is specifically 
mentioned in the agenda. By 
helping to prepare the agen- 
da, an alert secretary can help 
make sure that no unfinished 
business remains unfinished.

They were the target in 1974 too! At that time 
Superintendent Elmer Gish contacted by letter, a Mr. 
kK. Brice, who was the president of the Edmonton 
High School Athletic Council. Gish requested the ad- 
mittance of Paul Kane High into the Edmonton high 
school leagues, not only for football, but for other 
sports such as curling, soccer, wrestling, volleyball 
and basketball. 

Brice returned the letter with a reply, saying the 
Council had four reasons to refuse the request. 

They were ... 1.) Transportation costs were high 
enough as it was, and the Edmonton teams didn’t 
want to travel any further; 2.) Allowing St. Albert to 
Join the league would set a precedent for a situation 
they (the Council) didn't want to get into; 3.) It was 
felt the provincial Alberta School Athletic Associa- 
tion would have to approve such a move, as St. Albert 
schools were and still are under their jurisdiction; 
and 4.) Principals of Edmonton's high schools were 
opposed to expansion outside of Edmonton city 
limits. 

These are big reasons that St, Albert high schools 
don’t have football teams. 

And if that wasn't enough, the cost would have 
reated a stumbling block; since the costs of outfit- 
ing a football team have increased, like anything 

else these days.

Russell Sampsell of North Star gave me the prices 
of outfitting a team of 35 players. 

First off, the team needs such things as “sleds.” 
One would do for a start, and it would cost $480 for 
the two-man variety. Add in blocking dummies, one 
small and one large for a total of $100., a sideline 
chain set for $90., two game footballs at $52 each; 
plus five practice balls at $11 each for a total of $150., 
extra padding for linemen and linebackers for a total 
of about $400., crests for the jerseys at $60 a set, plus 
all the small miscellaneous items, like tape etc. for 
another $500. All of this totals $1,780., and we haven't 
even looked at what the players will wear! 

Helmets are $80 each (Riddell brand, the only kind 
worth buying); shoulder pads range from $45 - $60 
depending on what position they're for; pants are $15 
for white, $30 for colored pairs; jerseys are $17 with 
numbers front and back; and socks are $3 a pair. 
Multiply this by 35 and you get $5,775., plus the 

1,780 mentioned above, for a grand total of $7,455. 

PLUS... transportation costs! Whatever they may 
be. 

Without transportation costs taken into considera- 
tion, outfitting a team from scratch would cost about 
$215 per player on the average. 

Compare that to under $500 to fit a soccer team or 
basketball team or volleyball team with uniforms and 
related equipment. 

Another reason for not going with a football team 
is the injury factor. 

It's no secret many high schools in Ontario are 
dropping football from their athletic programs 
because of the high injury rate. 

On the other hand, some parents have sent their 
kids to Edmonton schools so they may take part in 
high school football. 

They maintain there is a void between bantam foot- 
ball and junior football (the likes of the Edmonton 
Huskies and Wildcats) which | agree with. 

The problem now boils down to two decisions: 

Will the Edmonton Council accept out-of- 
Edmonton schools in their league? 

And will the school board spend that kind of money 
tor 35 students? 

In my opinion, | don't think high school football will 
ever get off the ground in St. Albert.

Looking like a gladiator ... on ice 


The cost of buying hockey equipment 


By Marty O’Kell 

Hockey equipment, just like anything else, has 
gone up in price. 

But exactly how much? How much does it cost to 
buy new hockey gear these days? 

! decided to find out. 

| took two trips to the local sporting goods 
establishments, St. Albert Sportshop and RMC 
Sports, with the intention of getting some prices ona 
complete new set of gladiator equipment for both a 
senior hockey player and a youngster (a peewee in 
this case). 

What | found out, as far as prices go, is about what 
| expected. 

The equipment priced is average to good in quality, 
no need to scimp when the physical well-being of the 
body is at stake. But at the same time, no need to go 
overboard and spend like John Paul Getty, or Peter 
Pocklington. Right? (Unless of course you're one of 
those people who don't have to continually crawl into 
the boss’ office asking for a few more bucks to make 
ends meet). 

First stop, St. Albert Sportshop. Ken Pollon, head 
honcho of the place, was real friendly and helpful. 

We started with gear for a “senior” (otherwise 
known as someone who has stopped growing, unless 
pbs height of Paul Williams is as tail as you finally 
get). 

Beginning at the top, with the helmet, Ken offered 
me two good choices in a good helmet. One was the 
Cooper SK600 at $17.95, the other a CCM Pro Stan- 
dard at $20.95. | like the Cooper, price was good too. 
Next down the line was shoulder pads. The Cooper 
SB94 L was recommended, a very good medium pric- 
ed piece at $18.50. 

OK ... suspenders. ‘‘Hoy about the Cooper PSL at 
$3.50?” Sounds find to me. “I'll take 'em.” 

Next on my list was elbow pads, and Ken felt the 
best pair in a medium price range was the Cooper 
BK27, ata cost of $12.95. He says he seils a lot of this 
model. In my opinion, elbow pads are well worth the 
money, as scratched-up elbows can be very, very 
painful at times. 

Garter belt? The Bike Senior Adult Pro belt is a 
goody, and no complaints from me at $5.95. 

The most important piece of equipment, in my 
mind, is the athletic supporter (with cup, of course). 
From what I've seen, a puck in the area the supporter 
protects can be extremely painful, and usually sends 
you back to early adolescence when your voice was 
several octaves higher. A good buy in the Cooper line 
is the MCDC at $5.75, and it's probably the best $5.75 
you'll ever spend. 

Here’s something a little more expensive, hockey 
pants. There is quite a bit of range in pants, from 
$21.95 to $49.95 (these are Ken's prices, and are 
lower than the suggested /ist price). A popular pair of 
pants that affords a good amount of protection is the 
Cooper HP15, valued at $34.95. Sounds reasonable to 
me. 

To keep those rotten slapshots off your lower legs 
are the shinguards. Again, there can be quite a 
variance in price here, anywhere from an $8.95 pair 
(which | must question as to the effectiveness of the 
things) to $41.95. Two pairs were recommended, the 
Cooper DG3 at $18.00 and the Cooper DG20 at $28.95. 
They both look similar, but | opted for the lower price 
of the DG3’s. 

Gloves too, come in a wide price range, from the 
9N by Cooper at $25.95 to the $61.00 Cooper Super 
Pro, However, a good medium to good glove would 
cost about 50 bucks. The $48.00 gloves, the Cooper 
17 Pro, are the ones | liked best, even though there is 
little difference between that and the 15 Pro set at 
$53.00. 

Now, down to the feet... and skates. There's lots to 
choose from, but a good quality skate for a senior 
(unless you're playing in a higher level, super com- 
petitive league) would be the Bauer Special Pro at 
$82.95. If you want the best, you can try on a pair of 
CCM Super Tacks at $148.95; or if you don't want to 
spend a fortune, the Bauer 33 (molded boot made of 
polyurethane) at $59.95 might catch your fancy. Let's 
go with the Special Pro. 

Oh ... | forgot shinguard straps. Can't do that, can 
we? $1.95 will get you some adequate Cooper's. 

For a sweater, there is none better than the Maska 
Superfill at $14.95, with matching Maska socks at 
$8.50. This Maska stuff is very good ... in fact, ex- 
cellent. 

And now, | need something to put all this gear in. A 
kit bag is a must. Ken has a real dandy one for $16.95. 
Done. 

And to propel the puck, a Sherwood PMP at $9.50. 
That's a stick, if you haven't guessed already. 

Now folks ... we're going to buy (or pretend) equp- 
ment for a peewee age player. 

In these younger ages, a mask on the helmet is 
mandatory. For a helmet, a good one /s the smaller

HM50JR mesh mask. If you buy them separately, 
you'll save $3.00, but Ken will have the mask installed 
on the helmet for a total price of $33.95. 

Shoulder pads? The best Cooper mode! to get, real- 
ly, is the SB69D Junior Teen at $18.95. It has an ex- 
tended chest protector, and was designed for 
defencemen, but every kid should use one. The more 
protection the better! 

Suspenders are $2.95 for the Cooper PSS, while 
elbow pads will run you $5.95 for the Cooper EK4N. 

A garter belt, the Cooper GBSD, goes for $4.95 at 
St. Albert Sportshop, and an athletic supporter will 
cost $4.75 for the Cooper BCDC model. 

In pants, the Cooper HP 15 is a good one, with 
higher protection for the kidneys. It's priced at 
$24.95. 

Shinguards will throw you for only $7.50 for the 
Cooper DG9, although you can go a lot higher. Straps 
to keep them on your legs is a mere $1.95. 

“The only one to buy" in gloves, according to Ken, 
is the Cooper BDJ at $29.95. 

Four pairs of skates were recommended for a 
youngster, the Munari Sprint Junior with Tuuk 2000 
stainless steel blade and polyurethane molded boot 
at $59.95 (this skate is the lightest one I've ever seen, 
or picked up); the Bauer 133 molded polyurethane 
boot with carbon steel blade at $48.95; the Bauer 
Supreme 192, leather and nylon boot with carbon 
stee! blade at $61.95; and finally the CCM Jr. Super 
Tacks, featuring the Tuuk 2000 stainless steel blade 
with leather and nylon boot and priced at $84.95. The 
Munari impressed me a great deal, so I'll pick that 
one. 

For a sweater, the Maska comes through again at 
$12.95, along with matching socks at $5.50. 

A good stick for a peewee is something like the 
Koho Junior Pro at $7.25. 

Kit bag? ... Cooper has an excellent bag at $16.95, 
and it will last you years. 

Total price for all of this for seniors? Try $300.35. 
And for the peewee aged player, $238.45, Price of a 
complete outfit for hockey may still vary greatly, but 
the equipment | chose was, as | said before, average 
to quite good. Don't forget though, the price here is 
for EVERYTHING, 

With that out of the way, a trip to St. Albert's other 
sporting goods store, RMC Sports, was the order of 
the day. 

Bob Couture, manager, gave me prices mostly in 
the CCM line of equipment. 

Once again beginning at the top, the helmet fora 
senior is $20.65 for either the CCM, Cooper SK600 or 
the Canadien CH75. CCM shoulder pads go for 


$21.00, with suspenders, also by CCM, priced at 
$6.02. 

For the elbows, the CCM Senior is a good one, and 
it sells at $22.95. For the part of you that needs a lot 
of protection, a CCM Deluxe athletic supporter and 
cup is $6.67. The CCM Pro garter belt goes for $6.27. 

Hockey pants, again, vary in price, but the CCM 
HP3 pair is a good average pant, with a tage of $38.00. 

CCM Senior “A" shin guards sell for $18.80 at 
RMC, while CCM's Senior HG8 gloves at $31.50 are a 
good buy. 

In skates, Bob suggested either the CCM T-Pro 
with Tuuk 1000 blade and.leather and nylon boot at 
$79.50, or the Micron M-1 with Tuuk 1000 blade and 
molded boot at $69.30. The Micron /s a good one, so 
I'll stick to that. 

In a sweater, you just can't beat the Maska Super- 
fill at $15.95, with socks to match at $7.15. 

To put your gear in, is a $22.24 rip stock nylon bag, 
36 inches in length. 

And for a stick, Bob has many different makes and 
models for $9.98. 

For the peewee player, the Pro Standard helmet 
and mask complete for $35.00, Novice shoulder pads 
for $16.00, shin straps for $2.75 and suspenders for 
$5.00 will start you on the right track. Add in BPM4 
elbow pads at $13.50, a Junior Pro garter belt at $5.85, 
athletic supporter at $5.35 HP6 pants at $23.00, SG& 
shinguards for $13.50 and HG11 gloves at $23.95 and 
you're almost set. All of the above /s in the CCM line. 

The Micron Mascot skate with ICM holder and car- 
bon steel blade is a good buy at $44.66. 

For a matching sweater and sock combination, the 
Maska once again at $14.95 and $6.95 respectively. 

Throw in any kind of stick for $7.95 and a 30 inch 
rip stop nylong bag for $20.98 and you're ready to hit 
the ice. 

RMC’s price total for the senior equipment was 
$299.40, while the peewee gear came to $239.39, 
almost identical in price to what we chose at St. 
Albert Sportshop. 

Bob stressed the amount of care that should go in- 
to storing equipment, whether it be over summer or in 
between games. He said that equipment will last 
three to five years if properly taken care of. 

In conclusion, it appears donning the gear for the 
game of hockey /s quite expensive, especially for 
kids, as they outgrow their equipment fairly quickly. 
For seniors, gear will last a lot longer, especially if 
cared for (that's the secret to spending less on equip- 
ment). 

And to think all of this expense has been caused by 
a 50 cent puck!

In addition to skiers, the 
gondola will transport all 
freight required to run the 
day-lodge, the Sunshine Inn, 
and all other facilities. Sun- 
shine management will even 
have office cars to clean up 


on their paperwork ‘‘en 
route’’. 
The Goat’s Eye mid- 


station, housing the elec- 
tronic drive for the entire 
gondola installation, is the 
key to further exciting 
developments at Sunshine. 
While in ’79/80 skiers will 
not be able to disembark at 
Goat’s Eye, long-range plans 
for the mid-station include a 


restaurant and supporting 
facilities. 
Goat’s Eye Mountain, 


towering over the gondola 
mid-station at 2806 metres 
(9200 feet) will be the future 
site of two chairlifts and a 
T-bar.

At $683,000 costs will in- 
clude landscaping, a central 
equipment and administra- 
tion building, fencing, on-site 
roads, trench excavation, a 
bulldozer and scraper.

Grants are available for the 
initial capital costs and must 
be applied for by a manage- 
ment authority.-This authori- 
ty will have representation 
from all MD communities 
and will be responsible for 
management of the site.

St. Albert will be excluded, 
partly because the city 
already has an agreement for 
garbage disposal until 1984, 
and also because the 
engineers report indicates 
that allowing St. Albert to 
use the site would decrease its 
life by seven to eight years. 

Trenches in the site will be 
10 to 12 feet deep and contain 
a layer of sand or pit run 
gravel to absorb water, ex- 
pected from the high water 
table. The report indicated 
that water coming in contact 
with garbage causes leeching, 
a situation worse than raw 
sewage. 

Engineers suggested a 
leechate collection system 
with sop drainage to a sump 
and then collecting and

trucking it away. Excess sur- 
face water would then move 
down the Manawan ditch. 

The report recommended 
separate storage for waste oil 
and suggested car bodies 
could also be saved and haul- 
ed away for scrap. It also 
recommended the site not be 
closed on Sunday. 

“It’s become a tradition to 
go to the Cardiff dump on 
Sunday,” said Mr. Nuttal. 
“Close it Monday if you have 
to. Experience shows that 
garbage will show up 
somewhere else if the site is 
closed on a weekend.”’ 

The MD is now expected to 
meet other communities for 
their comment, both on the 
report and on the formation 
of the quasi-official body. 

A draft letter is then ex- 
pected to be sent to Alberta 
Environment with a request 
for funding.

Gibbons town superinten- 
dent, George Bruce, has sub- 
mitted his resignation, but 
town council has refused to 
accept it, requesting he take 
time to think things over and 
reconsider, 

Mr. Bruce submitted his 
resignation, effective 
November 9, to council last 
Wednesday, just after giving 
his regular superintendent's 
report. The short letter cited 
a loss of confidence by coun- 
cil as one reason for his 
resignation, but a surprised 
council, asked him to 
elaborate more on the sudden 
move, 

In the discussion which 
followed, Mr. Bruce said he 
was concerned about what he 
termed, a “‘lack of direction” 
in his role as superintendent, 
but appeared most upset by 


council’s refusal to allow him 
to take the town truck home 
after hours. 

“I’m on 24 hour call and if 
I do get a call in the middle of 
the night I'd like to jump in 
the truck and get right over to 
the trouble,’”’ he said. “‘I 
don’t see why I should have 
to go all the way to the shop 
and pick it up.”’ 

He also noted that after a 
recent review of his three- 
month probationary period, 
he had been left with the im- 
pression that council 
“seemed unhappy with the 
work I was doing and I just 
can’t work with people who 
don’t have confidence in 
me.”’ 

“There was mention of lit- 
tle jobs that I didn’t get on 
right away,’’ he added,

“If you do something it 
should be consistent,’’ said 
Mr. Kluthe. ‘‘It would be dif- 
ficult on an individual sub- 
division basis, but if five’sub- 
divisions, for example, were 
to get together and get a con- 
census it might work. Unless 
there is a real concensus 
across the municipality 
against them, then we should

Grant would aid Morinville street program 


Morinville has decided to 
apply for a Community Ser- 


vices Neighborhood Im- 
provements grant. Council 
passed a resolution last Tues- 
day, and town engineer Gary 
Maxwell, and Edmonton 
Regional Planning Commis- 
sion (ERPC) planner Lehman 
Walker, will now proceed to 
gather further information 
for the application. 

The grant is a joint 
federal/provincial effort pro- 
viding money for older local 
neighborhoods in need of 


repair. The first deadline was 
June 20 but most com- 
munities, thinking it was an 
urban program, failed to ap- 
ply. 

Legal and Gibbons did ap- 
ply and both were turned 
down. Bon Accord decided 
against the program as did 
Redwater, while Morinville, 
aware of the first deadline, 
decided to get their engineer 
to see if they were, indeed, 
eligible. 

After a recent meeting with 
an official from Alberta 


Housing and Public Works, 
council decided to proceed 
with the final arrangements, 
which included a survey of 
the population in the historic 
part of town. The only 
restriction on the grant is that 
new subdivisions are ineligi- 
ble, so the downtown core of 
the town was chosen. 

The total population in the 
area is 1,277 and the town 
will receive a per capita grant 
of $500, 

In addition to the 
Neighborhood Improvement 
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Grant, the town is also eligi- 
ble for an Alberta Transport 
grant of a flat $30,000 plus 
$600 per capita. The engineer 
estimated that $191,550 could 
be available under the joint 
programs. 

The funds will be used to 
assist the town with a massive 
$2% million street improve- 
ment program for new curbs 
and gutters, and paving 
throughout the downtown.

$61/2 million improvements, 
Taxes upped 
in Morinville

Residents of Morinville are 
facing an average $200 in- 
crease in property taxes as the 
town undertakes a massive 
$6% million project to install 
a modern drainage system, 
and pave streets. 

Street improvements will 
involve paving of the 
downtown referred towas the 
historical core, at an 
estimated cost of about $2.3 
million, This represents $50 
to $70 of the projected $200 
increase. 

The town has applied for 
grants from Alberta 
Transport and the Communi- 
ty Services Neighborhood 
Improvement Program, a 
joint federal/provincial grant 
available to improve old 
neighborhoods, to assist in 
the paving program. 

The highest costs, 
$4,200,000 will be incurred 
when the town begins in- 
stallation if its first storm 
drainage system, this year or 
in early spring. The full fron- 
tage drainage system will be 
developed over the next two 
to three years, and costs will 
be levied only in the 
downtown area and not new 
subdivisions. 

The project will encompass 
the area between 96 Avenue 
and 104 Avenue and between 
99 Street to 108 Street, with a 
network of trunk and lateral 
lines, leading to an outfall 
line and lift ‘station at the 
Manawan Canal. 

In a highly technical brief- 
ing last Tuesday night, town 
engineer Gary Maxwell and 
consulting engineer, Derek 
Richmond, showed council 
diagrams of the proposed 
System and a_ cost 
breakdown. A resolution on 
October 2 had asked that Mr. 
Maxwell look for an 
equitable way of distributing 
the costs, and at the October 
16 meeting, five alternatives 
were offered. 

Council chose a 25/75 per 
cent split with residents pick- 
ing up the larger share of 
costs. Trunk costs, those lines 
which will lead directly to the 
outfall line and a lift station 
at the canal, will be ap- 
proportioned over the 
downtown core, while lateral 
costs, branching lines leading 
to trunk lines, will be 
distributed over the entire 
catchement, or drainage area. 

Two methods of determin- 
ing cost sharing were also 
suggested, the first, $1,590 
per acre based on the entire 
area of the town and the se- 
cond, $1,390 based on a 
residential equivalent per 
acre, 

Council chose the residen- 
tial equivalent determined by 
dividing the gross area by 
parks, residential, institu- 
tional, multi family dwell- 
ings, industrial and commer- 
cial area which means that 
larger land parcels using 
more of the drainage system 
will pay more. 

While the paving is 
something residents will be 
able to actually see, the 
drainage system will be 
underground and some coun- 
cillors expressed doubts, say- 
ing that residents might be 
skeptical about the project, 


which will mean a $150 rise in 


taxes for the average 
household. 
“It’s primarily in the 


historical part of town, which 
has managed up to now,” 
said councillor Paul Under- 
wood, “‘Is it essential? It’s a 
question which will be ask- 


Both Mr. Richmond and 
Mr. Maxwell pointed out that 
the town is growing and there 
is nowhere for excess water to 
go. They also added that had 
the town had some type of 
drainage, paving and curbs 
put in only five years earlier 
in the downtown area, it 
would not be falling apart 
now. 

“The path of the town ha 
changed, with the intensity of 
development having doubled 


. or trebled in the past 10 years 


and expected to increase 
under the land use plan,”’ 
said Mr. Richmond. ‘‘Once 
this happens, there will be 
nowhere for the water to go. 
A lift station is also needed at 
the Manawan Canal, because 
elevations between the town 
and the canal do not allow 
the water to drain naturally. 

Without a drainage system, 
added Mr. Maxwell, the pro- 
posed paving program will be 
useless. 

“You will see a wearing 
away of the pavement with 
water saturating beneath 
roadways,’’ he said. 
“Without a conduit system, 
water will sit there and it’s the 
town’s duty to ensure that it 
doesn’t end up in somebody’ @ 
backyard.’’ 

With the residential 
equivalent formula adopted 
in principle, the town will 
also come up better in the 
long run, as costs will be 
lower in the initial stages 
when expenses will be higher. 

Council will now have the 
task of discussing the pro- 
jected costs of the drainage 
system with commercial pro- 
perty owners, and beginning 
to draft a bylaw.

Arthur Stapleton was 
mayor of Morinville for 13 
years and active in municipal 
politics for almost 19 years 
before deciding to resign his 
position suddenly on October 
2. As a long-time resident of 
the area he is familiar with its 
politics, its problems and its 
residents. 

Last Friday, he took time 
out to reiminsce about the 
way things used to be and 
spoke frankly on subjects 
varying from the increasing 
apathy among residents in the 
town, to regional government 
and its pitfalls, and Edmon- 
ton’s annexation. 

, Ageneral lack of interest in 

local government today has 
led 10 Hh formed ratepayers 
said Mr. Stapleton. He would 
like to see people involved in 
local government., But’ a 
malaise seems to have aflicted 
residents living not just in 
Morinville, but in towns 
generally which have ex- 
perienced growth spurts, as 
people flee economic 
pressures in large centres for 
the less hectic pace and lower 
costs ofa smaller one. 

‘People are more affluent 
today but they are also less 
politically concerned. There 
was a time when at the town’s 
regular yearly meeting with 
the ratepayers, we’d have 35 
to 40 people, but we haven’t 
had a town meeting in Morin- 
ville for the last five years.’’ 

At the last meeting, the six 
councillors outnumbered the 
ratepayers. Four residents 
showed up and two of them 
were town employees. 

“Council after that, simply 
chose not to have any more, 
but it hasn’t really had that 
much affect. We seldom see 
people just sitting in the 
gallery during a council 
meeting.”’ 

The small town at- 
mosphere has disappeared 
and so has the closeness 
which was once its 
trademark. The condition, he 
feels, is not intentional, just a 
product of the times, and not 
something the town can, or 
should go back to.

it’s not just that people work 
in Edmonton and sleep here.

Cheaper housing and lower 
taxes have combined to at- 
tract an increasing number of 
people to Morinville and 
similar small communities 
located on Edmonton’s 
periphery. It has spawned a 
new phrase, ‘‘bedroom com- 
munity.” 

Many of these bedroom 
communities have grown 
from small towns with early 
histories of their own. Morin- 
ville is one of these, and Mr. 
Stapleton has seen it grow 
from its earliest days.

It is a long way from 
England, Mr. Stapleton’s 
home, to Morinville but a 
fairly direct route. Born 
“within the sound of beau 
bells’’ he left for Canada in 
1927 at the tender age of 16. 
Even after 50 years in this 
country he still retains an 
English midlands accent. Art 
worked as a farm laborer for 
several years before returning 
to England for a visit in 1939. 

On his return trip he met a 
girl whose family was headed 
to farm in Morinville. ‘‘To 
protect my investment’’ he 
tagged along, working on the 
family farm, the old St. 
Laurent homestead, until 
1941 when he and Rhonda 
were married. 

Times were bad, he recalls, 
but people still had time for 
their neighbors. It was a com- 
munity effort to help people 
who needed it, but the war 
soon ended many of those 
good times. 

Six months after he was 
married, Mr. Stapleton 
enlisted in the army and was 
posted overseas without so 
much as a weekend pass in- 
between. He returned in 1945 
and after farming for 10 years 
he bought Morinville Hard- 
ware which he owned until 
retiring from active business 
in 1976. 

His 


first brush with 


municipal politics came in 
1959 when he ran for council 
and lost. He was elected, 
however, in a general election 
the following year. 

“In those days I didn’t like 
what was going on. Taxes 
were too high and there were 
a number of things I felt were 
basically wrong and I felt I 
could change.’’

Government in those days, 
he said, tended to run on 
more of an ad hoc basis, with 
councillors paid $3 per 
meeting, ‘‘when minutes were 
taken,”’ and were often called 
upon to administer more than 
just the business of the town. 

**Before the underpass was 
built, water used to come 
through Morinville from 75 
miles away. One spring the 
damn broke and councillors 
and the two town men had to 
dig a ditch to keep the water 
from flooding the town.”’ 

The town, he said, at that 
time, was the size where peo- 
ple were cognizant of their 
government and a hole in the 
road was considered a major 
problem. There was less 
money to deal with, but every 
dollar had to count. 

Growth in small com- 
munities, specifically, has 


created problems far beyond 
the decreasing interest in 
local government and com-

WATER & SEWER COSTS 
- PRESSING PROBLEM 


Providing water and 
sewage treatment are the 
most pressing problems fac- 
ing small communities in the 
MD today. 

“Morinville, Bon Accord 
and Legal need a supply of 
pottable or raw water im- 
mediately, but it has to be 
handled on a regional basis. 
Individual municipalities 
could not afford it and there 
must be a co-operative ef- 
fort.’’ 

It is not going to happen, 
he said, as long as Edmonton 
continues to play ‘‘my bat 
and my ball” with St. Albert, 
inferring a ‘no annexation, 
no water’ threat coming from 
Edmonton’s city hall these 
days. 

‘Legally, they could shut 
us out but morally they 
wouldn’t. The E. L. Smith 
reservoir is already there, it’s 
a matter of procuring 
easements to build the line, 
The Northeast Water Board 
already supplies water to one 
area of the MD, but who 
knows, perhaps in 10 years 
water. and sewage could 
become provincially owned. 
The provincial government 
has not ruled out building 
their own system.’’ 

Ultimately, Mr. Stapleton 
envisions a series of regions 
each independent with their 
own industrial base. 
However, he dismisses the 
concept of regional govern- 
ment often seen as an alter-

native to annexation.

Annexation, he added, will 
never succeed, at least not to 
the proportions Edmonton is 
seeking. It would be a rever- 
sal of the provincial govern- 
ment’s pllicy of diversifica- 
tion. 

“Towns like Grande 
Prairie and Peace River are 
doing well because of decen- 
tralization, and there’s no 
reason why there should be 
the best of everything in the 
city, and just a few miles 
away, a small community has 
nothing. Everything does not 
have to go into Edmonton.” 

While he suspects, as do 
others, that Edmontor is 
really masking its desire for 
Refinery Row in Strathcona 
with the annexation pro- 
posal, he feels Edmonton will 
get some land for expansion 
in the Restricted Develop- 
ment Area (RDA)-this time. 
If they are turned down, he 
said, they will probably just 
come back with another pro-

posal. 

The former mayor will be 
watching with interest, 
though no longer directly in- 
volved. His resignation, now 
three weeks old, did take a 
great deal of soul searching 
on a “point of conscience.’’ 
It was not, he states em- 
phatically, an_ ill-conceived 
move, despite much public 
opinion to the contrary.

shine Lake agreement, with 
little or no discussion. 

To Qualico’s Guy Scott, it 
seemed a dramatic reversal of 
previous council decisions 
which had questioned the 
lake development’s feasibili- 
ty. It ended a situation which 
had continued for over six 
months, at times threatened 
to end the project. 

The snap decision only ap- 
peared that way however, as 
representatives had arrived 
moments before council had 
decided to accept the agree- 
ment, following an intense 55 
minute in camera session. 

Town solicitor, Leo 
Burgess, presented a 
modified Qualico proposal 
which included a flood ease- 
ment agreement. And he aid- 
ed council, during the session 
to iron out the problems 
which had surfaced since the 
development was approved in 
principle last April. 

Councillors Paul Under- 
wood and Harvey Atkinson 
had since that time, raised 
several issues, and refused to 
support a final agreement 
unless provision was made 
for adequate fencing near the 
water line, maintenance, 
flood control and ar- 
rangements covering public 
access to the lake lots. 

The situation climaxed this 
summer when council divided 
into separate camps, resulting 
in a number of tied votes. It 
was particularly frustrating 
for former mayor Art 
Stapleton, who claimed that 
council’s failure to come to a 
decision and a_ continual 
belaboring of points he felt 
had already been decided, 
was one of the reasons for his 
resignation. 

Some modifications were 
made to the plan, including 
fencing to the water line, a 
major bone of contention, 


and a cost sharing formula 
for flood control. 

Mr. Scott, still expecting 
no decision on the agree- 
ment, had come prepared 
with consultants and a brief 
outlining reasons why the 
agreement should be signed, 
“without delay’’. Stunned at 
council’s decision, he could 
only nod gratefully, express-

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No agreement reached on liquor store

The fate of Gibbons’ 
Alberta Liquor Control 
Board (ALCB) outlet and a 
commercial project proposed 
next to it on main street, still 
seems to be in doubt. A 


meeting last Wednesday bet- 
ween Mr. Walter Kubrak 
from Alberta Housing and 


Public Works (the govern- 
ment department responsible 
for constructing liquor 
stores), council and a delega- 
tion from Edmonton Savings 
and Credit Union, (ESCU) 
has still not cleared up the 
problem. 

The basic issue is the the li- 
quor board property is owned 
by the government, while the 
remainder of the 12,000 
square foot commercial com- 
plex is being developed by 
Edmonton Savings and 
Credit Union. Plans for the 
two adjoining buildings, 


however, do not coincide, 
with the ALCB outlet 
originally pushed to the front 
of the site, , and the ESCU 
commercial space set back 
parallel with the town office. 

The purpose of a set back, 
according to the credit union, 
was to permit parking in the 
front, while the ALCB 
countered that they prefered 
parking in the back to allow 
for easier unloading of the 
70-foot semi-trailers expected 
to make frequent stops. 

Mr. Kubrak, asked for a 
meeting with council to 
discuss council’s motion of 
September 28 which he felt 
would end any possibility of a 
go ahead for the store unless 
it was amended. Council’s 
motion had been to request a 
60-foot set back for the store, 
allowing parking at the front 
and bringing the store in line 
with the remainder of the 
proposed commercial outlet. 


The October 17 motion, 
accepted a new set of plans 
which displayed a set back to 
the back of the lot and the 
addition of a 3.6-foot solid 
cement retaining wall 
separating the ALCB outlet 
from the rest of the complex. 
Council failed, however, to 
deal directly with the credit 
union’s concern that the 
ALCB site would still conflict 
with the remainder of the 
complex, and unless it was 
changed the commercial pro- 
ject, too, would be dropped. 

At the September 28 
meeting, council had been a 
little more than concerned 
about Housing and Public 
Works’ apparent lack of con- 
cern for following proper 
procedure to build. The 
department had neglected to 
apply for a building permit 
and had not submitted its 
plans for approval to either 
council or the Building Stan- 


dards Branch, another pro- 
vincial government depart- 
ment which aproves all com- 
mercial building construc- 
tion. 

Construction had proceed- 
ed anyway and council was 
forced to issue two stop work 
orders and request an ex- 
planation for the oversight. It 
also approved a set back, sug- 
gested by the credit union. 

Mr. Kubrak last Wednes- 
day apologized for failing to 
“follow proper channels’’, 
hoping his new plans might 
solve some of the problems. 

‘But by retaining council’s 
last motion,’’ he said, ‘‘the 
project is denied. It just can’t 
work that way.’’

Kurt Heise, Kurt Azarko and 
Victor Nakonechny, argued 


too, that the new plans would 
not do. They suggested they 
would be willing to buy 
ALCB’s property, develop it 
and lease it back to the liquor 
board. They were adamant 
that unless the ALCB 
building moved back, their 
commercial project would die 
also. 

Without a set back, said 
Mr. Nakonechny, the ALCB 
site would obstruct the ad- 
joining commercial building. 

“It’s not just a matter of 
moving 60 feet up for 
us,’’added Mr. Heise, ‘‘but 
the whole plan doesn’t fit. 
We can’t ask our people to 
park around the back and 
run around the building.’’ 

Mr. Kubrak, skeptical 
about the offer, suggested 
ESCU would have perhaps 
**a 15 per cent chance of con- 
vincing the board of its pro- 
posal.” 

**You’re clouding the issue 


by saying our building will 
obstruct yours,’’ he added. 
“It’s just an idle threat.’’ 

‘We are available for con- 
sultation,’’ said Mr. Heise of 
the credit union, ‘‘but our 
position is that if the building 
goes foreward, the project 
will not be built. We feel if 
the liquor store is in front,our 
area will be used as parking. 
Their parking lot won’t be us- 
ed at all.’’ 

ESCU representatives add- 
ed that, even though time is 
running out on the construc- 
tion season, they would still 
be willing to discuss the mat- 
ter. 

“Time is running out,” 
said Mr. Heise. ‘‘Within the 
next 24 days a decision will 
have to be made to be sure 
that the project is going. We 
would like to start construc- 
tion this fall but the longer we 
wait the higher costs go.’’ 


Delay costly to Gibbons Curling Club
